Audacious Lobbyist A tou nds Senators with Admis- 
sion of Duplicity and Easy Impersonation of Demo- 
cratic Leaders—Exposed by Wall Street Attorney, He 
Calmly Charges Falsification of Union Pacific Books.

ASHINGTON, July 3-—A story 
W. mis representation, impefson- 
ation of pudſſe men, and or- 
ganized effort to inffuence Wall street 
financiers probably without parallel in 
the history of Congressional! investi- 
gation was unfolded today before the 
Senate Lobby Committee. 

A prosperous-looking, seit- possessed 
individual, cailing himself David La- 
mar of New York, self-described as an 
“operator in stocks,” and admittedly 
the bearer of several assumed names, 
was the principal in the remarkable 
session. With entire abandon, arous- 
ing the committee to laughter at 
times by his naive admissions, he told 
of his impersonations, -his participa- 
tion in attempts to influence Wall 
street operations and his association 
with Edward Lauterbach, a New York 
lawyer, in efforts to heve Lauterbach 
retained by the Morgan firm, the 
Union Pacific and other great interests 
to head off Congressional activity in 
Washington. 

He telephoned to financial men and 
lawyers in the names of Representa- 
tive Palmer and Representative Rior- 
dan. He assumed the guise of Chair- 
man McCombs of the Democratic Na- 
to telephone to 
Chairman Hilles of the Republican 
National Committee. 

Lewis Cass Ledyard of New York, 
counsel for the Morgan firm, was one 
of his attempted victims. Mr. Led- 
yard came to the witness stand today 
armed with almost a verbatim account 
of all the conversations held with 
Lamar, who had represented himseif 
as Congressman Palmer. As he read 
the record of the conversations, in 
themselves unusual in their tone,, La- 
mar laughed and nodded, saying 
“That's right,” and slapping “hie lee 
with apparent enjoyment. 

WANTED TO HELP LAUTERBACH.

Mayor of Cincinnati Is Yanked Outs 
of a Golf Game to Superintend the 
Business of Sending the Police to 
Take Charge of Factories Where 
Employes Are on Strike. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE 
CINCINNATI, July 2\-—{ Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] Following their plans to 
seize the ice plants of this city and 
operate them until the fce strike has 
been broken at least, the city admin- 
istration tonight at 8 o'clock, took pos- 


session of six plants. 

Mayor Hunt had the manufac- 
turers until 6 o'clock this evening to 
answer the ultimatum of the city, and 
shortly after the hour, Vice-President 
Woods of the Cincinnati Ice Delivery 
Company, entered the Mayor's office 
with the reply to the city’s demand. 
The reply was that the company would 
resist any attempt on the part of the 
city administration to seize the plants, 
and would fight to the last ditch. Mayer 
Hunt was not at his office. The seizure 
of the plants was to have been made 
at @ o'clock. A score of detectives 
were immediately assigned to search 
for the city’s chief executive. After 
more than an hour, he was found 
and explained that he had been play- 
ing golf. Upon his arrival at the City 
Hall, the Mayor announced that the 
selzure of the plants would be made 
at once. Immediately two patrol wag- 
ons loaded with police and engineers 
and firemen were rushed to the plants. 
Police will be detailed to take care of 
the money derived from the sale of 
ice. No trouble te feared. but in 
case of emergency, ¢ gh police will 
be detailed to preserv® order. 

The first intimation that such action 
would be taken came after a meeting 
of the Academy of Medicine. which 

resolutions calling upon the 
city to take charge of the plants, and 
relieve the untold sufferings of the 
populace and the alarming Increase tn 
the death of babies. Physicians at the 
meeting declaring that the death rate 
had increased 100 per cent! since the 
strike began. 

Health Officer Landis, who has been 
in charge of the distribution of tee & 
since the strike began, will be in full 
charge of the plants, with the entire 
police force behind him.

The chief, a large powerful type 
of his race, went on to say that he 
realized full well that the only way 
to reform the Indians now that they 
had learned the wiles of the whites, 
was through Christian religion; thet 
he knew those principles were the 
only ones that could eradicate the 
lure, the temptation to drink and 
break the laws, which followed the 
taste of whisky. 


PRISON SY DENOUNCED. 


The most vigo denunciation of 
the entire prison system was voiced 
by practically every speaker at the 
conférence. Not a single defender of 
the system was heard. The honor 
system as put into operation in Ore- 
gon by Gov. W was applauded and 
recommended the only human and 
humane way of treating prisoners if 
there is any reformation work to be 
done for them.

ether and several of us children 
were at home alone, my father hav- 
ing gone with the Eighty-seventh 
Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry on 
the last day of June when the Con- 
federate soldiers wandered into town, 
scouting. soon as the firifig 
started, many of the women of the 
place got their children together and 
hurriedly left town, while others 
sought the shelter-of cellars and re- 
mained in them until. the firing 
ceased, four days after the first skir- 
mishes. 


“My mother hurried with wus to 
Columbia, about twenty miles away, 
and there we stayed untl some of 
the retreating Confederates 
through the place with the story of 
battle written in their dejection, in 
thelr wounded, and in their haste. 
We started home at once and when 
we arrived near Gettysburg thé 
scenes that met our eves beggar all 
descriptions Volumes have been writ- 
ten by the hundreds, but I have 
never found one that could express 
the horror of those thousands of 
dead soldiers and head horses. 

“There were field hospitals in all 
directions. Everyone that was alive 
seemed to have some sort of a wound, 
was torn, scratched or battered. We 
saw the soldiers great 
trenches and pill the of die- 
fetent regiments them. There 
were no coffins, no funeral 
just dumping the bodies into the 
ground. It was awful. 

THE. SHAMBLES. 


“The horses they Gragged into 
great heaps, dozens of them at a 
time, and burned them. What they 
couldn't burn were covered with 
chloride of lime. several cars 
which were shipped in by the Fed- 
eral government. For days this went 
on before the shambles of that fear- 
ful sacrifice were eradicated. Our 
house and nearly every house in 
Gettysburg was battle scarred. 
were bullet holes through the walls 
and fragments of shells buried in the 
trees and in the ground all around. A 
group of rebel sharpshooters had oc- 
cupied our house and had eaten every 
vestige of food. 

“all Gettysburg was on the verge 
of starvation. The soldiers had for- 
aged everything from half a loaf of 
bread to a cow, no matter what it was, 
as long as it was edible. The relief 
trains brought in food for the fam- 
ilies that were almost starving and for 
days everyone that remained in the 
stricken city was forced to accept this 
charity. Great danger was. felt for 
the contamination of the water, the 
coming of typhoid and cholera, but 
strangely enough the residents of the 
atatriet were spared these calami- 
ties.

“We found all sorts of bullets on 
the ground. Wi them were dis- 
earded haversacks,Ccanteens, bayonets, 
broken guns, shattered shells, broken 
wheels, loaded and empty cartridges, 
parts of. chain that was used when 
bullets for the cannon gave out, and 
hundreds of other odd trinkets lost 
by individual soldiers. | 

“Among other things I found a fry- 
ing pan, the one I have here, and in 
this ered all of the lead bullets 1 
could find. The other boys were do- 
ing the same thing. We built fires 
and over these melted the bullets. 
pouring them into molds, The square 
blocks we sold to peddlers who camo 
around looking for just such returns 
from the conflict. For months it 
proved a profitable venture and kept 
the boys in spending money they 
would otherwise never have had. We 
dug the bullets out of the trees, from 
the walle of brick and plaster houses, 
out of the sides of barns, and from 
almost inconceivable places where 
they had todged during the rain of 
shot and shell.” 

It was not long before the tnquisi- 
tive sightseers started to come in 
large numbers to the scene of — 
conflict, and in these the boys f 
still more lucrative results for their 
work. “It showed that men were no 
different then than they have been 
at any time, always ready to collect 
grewsome souvenirs,” said Sheads. 

Before he left home Sheads realized 
the value of a few relics for himself. 
The bayonet, canteen and haversack 
are confederate articles. There are all 
sorts of bullets in the collection and 
pieces of shell from many places. Bul- 
lets imbedded in wood, and one that 
is lodged in the head of the cane that 
was made from the limb of an oak 
branch, show the force of these’ mis- 
siles. The banjo is made from the 
wood of a walnut tree and shows the 
marks of the course of several bul- 
lets. The decorations stand for the 
insignia of several regiments and are 
made from shel cked up on the 
field. The m was one of the 
style in general use. The shingle has 
tacked to it a pleture of Gen. Mead’s 
headquarters, and is taken from the 
historic house.

AGAINST CITY. 


Attacks Alleged ‘Agreement 
that Doesn't Erist. 


Owens Valley Water Rights 
Basis of Action. 


Facts, Says Shenk. 


uit was filed in the Supertor 
Court yesterday afternoon by Henry 
A. Hart and others through Attorneys 
Charlies Ay Morgan and Ingle Car- 
penter asking that an injunction be 
iasued to restrain the city of Los An- 
geles and certain Owens Valley land 
owners from putting into effect an al- 
leged agreement concerning water 
rights in the valley. 

The complaint alleges that an 
agreement was entered inte April 5 
last and that it should be deelared 


22. and void on the ud that 
would interfere with the rights of 
the taxpayers of this city. It is set 


forth in the complaint that the al- 
leged agreement would have the effect 
of permitting land owners in the val- 
ley to use the water first and that the 
city supply would come down through 
the aqueduct second-hand. 

The complaint is filed against the 
the Council, City Attorney 
Shenk, Spécial Aqueduct Counsel 
Mathews, Chief Engineer Mulholland 
and the Public Service Com n. 

City Attorney Shenk said last night 
that the action can umount to noth- 
ing because it assumes that a formal 
agreement was entered into between 
the city of Los Angeles and the Owens 
Valley land owners and is based on a 
false statement of facts. No agree- 
ment was made, he said, therefore 
none can be attacked. 0 

Whatever agreement there was, 
according to Shenk, was an wnder- 
standing between city officials and in- 
terested land owners that some satis- 
factory way should be devised/to put 
the situation in definite and concrete 
form before the City Council. It was 
purely tentative and binding in no 
way upon the city. 

No agreement of that kind could 
be binding or even be said to exist, 
Shenk said last night, until it had 
been formally sabmitted to and ac- 
cepted by the Public Service Com- 
mission and the City Council. 

Hart was a member of the aqueduct 
investigating board and is said to 
represent e Independent Civic 
League in this action. 

A friendly suit against, the city will 
probably he filed soon in the Inyo 
County Superior Court by the vari- 
ous ditch owners in the upper end of 
Owens Hiver Valley. These aten 
owners have the first right to the 
water and the purpose of the suit 
will be to define the lands on which 
the water may be used. It was agreed 
by these men and by the officials of 
the city of Los Angeles that the whole 
question should be reduced to judg- 
ment by decision of court and 
suit will be for that purpose.

SCHOOL ELECTION HELD. 


Yesterday's school election resulted 
in a vote of over 2 to 1 for instruc- 
tion to the school trustees to sell the 
Central school block for a sum not 
less than $260,000. Out of 1130 votes 
cast 770 were in favor of selling. A 
strong campaign had been made by 
property owners in the vicinity of the 
block favoring instruction for leasing 
the property, dut a majority of the 
voters either showed themeelves in 
favor of the establishment of a civic 
center or favored the sale of the block 
in order to raise funds for new schools 
which are badly needed, thus obviat- 
ing necessity for still another large 
bond issue, It is now proposed that 
the city and county shall buy the 
block jointly and shall erect upon it 
a joint Court House and City Hall, 
thus extending to the eastward the 
pian of grouped public buildings al- 
ready started by the placing of the 
Federal building, Y.M.C.A. and Water 
‘Users’ Temple upon a single adjoin- 
ing block. The next question that 
will arise, if this joint plan of opera- 
tion be adopted, will be the disposi- 
tion of the Court House and City Hall 
blocks upon Washington street. These 
together are considered worth at least 
$800,000, and their sale as business 
property would furnish money for the 
erection of ample buildings and for 
substantial payments upon city 
county indebtedness.

PENSION ORDINANCE CHANGE 
WOULD NULLIPFY IT. 


— — 
Moving Age of Retirement Up Ten 
Years Would Make Intended 
Beneficiaries Serve a Minimum of 
Twenty-five Years and a Maxi- 
mum of Thirty-nine. 


“If the policemen’s and firemen's 
pension fund ordinance passes the 
City Council as amended by Council- 
man Whiffen ft will impose a hardship 
upon the beneficiaries not intended by 
the Charter Revision Committee or 
the voters who authorized the estab- 
lishment of the fund,” said Capt. C. 
G. Lehnhausen, in command of the 
Boyle Heights station, yesterday. 

The “little joker appears to lie in 
Whiffen’s attempt to change Section 
3 of the proposed ordinance, which 
provides that retirement may be made 
after twenty years of service, provid- 
ing the employee shall have attained 
the age of 60 years. The Councilman 
would change the latter to 60 years. 


A man is eligible to the police or 
fire department only between the 
years of 21 and 35. Thus if the ordi- 
nance fixes the arbitrary age of re- 
tirement at 60 years, the twenty-year 
clause is of no more benefit than a 
last-summer’s ice cream cone, because 
the difference between thirty-five and 
sixty happens to be twenty-five, which 
establishes the absolute minimum 
term of service before a member of 
either department could become a 
candidate for retirement. An officer 
entering the city’s service at 21 would 
be compelled to serve thirty-nine 
years before he could be retired. 

Capt. Lehnhausen thinks that twen- 
ty years of active, nerve-racking serv- 
ice in either de ment should en- 
title a municipal servant to the bene- 
fite of the pension fund, regardless 
of his age at the time such service 
le completed. There would be few 
able-bodied men, in his opinion, who 
would take advantage of the law if’ 
they were still in condition to de- 
liver the goods.” On the other hand. 
it would serve to relieve the city from 
carrying on the pay roll men who had 
faithfully served, but are no longer 
able to bear the heat and burden of 
the battle, but who still must be re- 
tained at full pay pending their arri- 
val at the appointed age of retiring. 

Deputy City Attorney Robertson, 
who has been In charge of the pension 
fund ordinance for the Council, thinks 
no good can be accomplished by ar- 
bitrarily advancing the term of serv- 
lee ten years. Neither would he make 
retirement obligatory at 59. “Many 
men at 60 are in their prime of use- 
fulness,” he sald. “The substitution of 
the words ‘may retire’ for ‘shal! re- 
tire’ would cure the matter.“ 

The ordinance is in the hands of the 

lation Committee of the Council 
and will be reported out this morn- 
ing. A determined effort will be made 
to prevent the adoption of the Whif- 
fen amendment, which nullifies the 
twenty-year provision, and in the opin- 
fon of officers in each of the interested 
departments, will work a serious 
hardship upon them. 


COUNCIL IN CAUCts. 


Proposition for Four More com- 
mittess Meets With Opposition. 


Names Out Next Monday. 

The City Council-elect met in cau- 
cus in City Attorney Shenk’s office 
last night to discuss the number of 
committees to be appointed to handle 
the details of Council business under 
the new regime provided by charter 
amendments. 

Counctiman Whiffen proposed that 
aside from the nine committees com- 
posed of the nine Councilmen who 
are assigned to the various city de- 
partments, there be created four 
regular committees to handle the 
business. These, he proposed, should 
be a finance committee, streets and 
boulevards committee, legislation 
committee and supply committee. 
He believes that practically all of 
the Council's business could be passed 
upon by these four bodies. 

This plan met with opposition, and 
Fred G. Wheeler proposed that there 
be nine standig committees of three 
members each, these to be designated 
the same as the subdivisions over 
which the Counciimen are assigned. 
This motion prevailed. Fach head of 
a department its to be chairman of 
that particular committee, and he is 
to submit to the Council president 
the names of the two members whom 
he wishes to have serve on his com- 
mittee. Each Counciiman can act 
only on two committees besides the 
one which he heads. 

The nine standing committees of 
the new Council will be announced 
by the president next Monday, after

Three Work at Tie Making and Are 
Considered About the Best of the 


Crew in the Camp. 

{Memphis Commercial - Appeal:! 
„Talking about strange occupations 
for women,” said R. M. Ruthven, a 
prominent tie contractor of the White 
River road, at this place today, “and 
about the different occupations they 
have entered as competitors to men, 
I think that the tie business is about 
the most Pazardous and hardest they 
have broken into. I hate three wom- 
en tle makers working for me now on 
jobs near Cedar Creek, in Taney 
county, Missouri, and they are about 
the best tle makers that I now have 


employed. Th attend strictly to 
business and while they cannot put 
out as many in a day as some of my 
men makers, they are on the job every 
day, don't do any loafing and at the 
end of the month their stack of tles 
will average right around that of the 


m 

W. A. Kelsey 
and the two Kelsey girls, sisters of 
Mrs. Kelsey's husband. They are pro- 
fessional tie makers, coming to the 
White River tie camps from Miller 
county, Missouri. The men folk in 
the family are also tie hackers, and it 
was from them that the women 
learned the art of the broadax and 
became proficient in the work. Mrs. 
Kelsey is a woman between 30 and 


to twelve ties a day, for which she | 
gets 14 cents each. She averages well 
around $1.75 a day and has never 
yet complained of the low wages. of 
women. The other two women do 
about same thing. All are pro- 
ficient in the use of an ax, and really 
make better ties and have fewer culls 
than the men. Mrs. Kelsey is the 
pioneer woman in the tie industry, 
having been engaged in the work 
steadily for the past three years. Her 
muscles are hardened and she can 
swing an ax all day untiringly. She 
fells her own timber and with one of

the other women on the end of her 
crosscut saw, makes her own cuts. 

She runs her own job by herself, 
having her own timber allotted to 
her to work up by the contractor. She 
also looks after her own inspection 
and the check that is paid her is not 
made out to her husband or any of 
the rest of the family. She earns it 
and looks after the spendiag of it her- 
self. She runs her bank account indi- 
vidually, as she does her job. She 
is a hard-headed bargainer and is an 
excellent judge of tle timber. She 
can tell just how many cuts she can 
get off of forty acres of white oak 
and just how much labor it will take 
to turn this tiniber into a commercial 
commodity. She knows timber and 
knows the business as well as most 
Women know dress goods and silk, and 
she knows a bargain in a good job just 
as well as her more fortunate or un- 
fortunate sisters in the city know a 
bargain on the counter of a depart- 
ment store.

Its obligations 
are accepted the wide world over on sight 
without a moment's hesitation. 


This is why the British people, with «a 
money capital of only half the per capita 
of the United States, carries on its vast 
business with the whole wide world with- 
out a bit of difficulty, severe panics being 
unknown. When business ts very brisk 
business men emit their paper obligations 
in large volume and these going to the 
Bank of England furnish a basis for an am- 
ple addition of bank note’ to meet all the 
demands of the conditions. 

When, on the contrary, business is slow, 
the emission of mercantile paper is propor- 
tionately smaller, and the bank notes nat- 
urally flow back to their source. 

Contrast these conditions with those in 


our own banking system and it will become

DEMAND FOR ARTIFICI$L SILK. 


Four Ways of Making It and Sup- 
ply is Short—American Piant Be- 
ing Doubled in Capacity. 

[New York Times:] If there is one 
commodity for which the demand is 
greater than the supply, it is artificial 
silk. There are four ways now by 
which this article can be made, the 
process being the viscose, the glanz- 
stoff, the cupra ammonium and the 
Chardonnet. Of these, the first two 
are the least expensive, artificial silk

foreign production cost of 
of this commodity by the cupra am- 
monium process is $1.05, and by the 


the growth of the 
silk is one of the commercial won- 
ders. From a small beginning some 
ten or twelve years ago its consum 
tien has steadily increased, until in 
the fiscal r 1913-1918 it will reach 
some 20,000,000 pounds. In the same 
period it is estimated that the con- 
sumption of real silk in the raw will 
reach 64,000,000 pounds. All the mills 
Making artificial silk by the vicose 
and methods are reported 
sold for the remainder of the year. 

The production of artificial silk is 

largely by three 

companies, the Bercinigten 
Glanzatoff Fabriken af Elberfeld, Ger- 
many; the Viscose Silk Company of 
Paris, and 8. Co ld & Co. of Cov- 
entry, Eng. The latter company is the 
only one operating an American 
branch. This branch is the American 
Viscose Company, which is situated at 
8 Pa. It now has a capacity of 

56,000 pounds of silk a week, but with 
its expansion completed it is expected 
that a production of 60,000 pounds 
weekly will be had by September. It 
ig said that three times this amount 
could be sold without difficulty. 

Artificial silk is now used largely 
in the manufacture of sewing and 
embroidery silks, ribbons, ties, mil- 
linery and upholstery silks, curtains, 
table covers and rugs. It is also used 
in combination with real silk for the 
making of silk « and is com- 
bined with real silk, wool and cotton 
im the manufacture of dregs goods.
